Japanese Ill-treating 


SHANGHAI, China —(/V)— Chinese 


Thursday reported continued "rapid 
progress" in their counter-offensive 
on the center of the 30-mile Shantung 
front where the fate of 100,000 Japa- 
nese troops daily becomes more un- 
certain. 


In addition to the 12-mile gain prev- 


ously reported northeast of Taierh- 
chwanK, Chinese said tthey had re- 
pulsed a Japanese attack at Nikow, 10 
miles to the northwest of that city, and 
that a column had moved around the 
Japanese left flank and cut communi- 
cations, between Tancheng and their 
>asc at Lini. 


Chinese estimated 34,000 Japanese 


soldiers had been killed or wounded 


recent days around Tancheng and 


Pihsicn, where the Japanese had made 
their most serious threat against the 
Lunghai railway. , , . 


Confronted with the Chinese claims, 


a Japanese army spokesman said only: 
"We have no information from the 
Shantii'ig sector." 


To foreign military observers, it is 


now a puzzling question whether the 
Japanese attacking power really is 
spent or whether the invaders arc 
merely recuperating and organizing for 
a final thrust. Aware of the latter 
possibility the Chinese high command 
cautiously said that the "really decisive 
battle" was still to come. They ex- 
pected an epochal Japanese defeat sim- 
ilar to that which humbled the in- 
vaders at TaitM'chwang a month ago. 


Foreign military observers conceded 


the Japanese were in a precarious po- 
sition and that if the Chinese drive 
continued vigorously it might end the 
threat to the Lunghai railway. For- 
eign sources received a report that 2,- 
IKH) Communists of the Chinese Eight! 
army had arrived in northwest Shan- 
tung to intensify guerrilla activitio.

MEXICO, D. F.—A governmental ex- 


periment unprecedented 
in history 


took place here on May 1 when Mex- 
ico hands over her vast network of 
railroads to the unions and says, in 
effect: "Here, you 
run them.'1 


While the streets

Up north of the 


Rio Grande, the United States, with 


baffling railroad problem of its own, 


will be watching the experiment close- 
ly. 
In many respects, the 
present 


railroad situation in the United States 
is analogous to that which 
forced 


Mexico first to place the rail lines 
under government ownership, and now 
to turn them over to the unions to ad- 
minister. 


Never before on such a scale has a 


plan like this one been tried. Although 
the Mexican government will retain 
ownership—and keep a close check 
on the way in which the unions op- 
erate—the big job of running the 
National Railways of Mexico will be 
placed squarely on the shoulders of 
labor. 


Government Tried and Failed 


The action follows admitted failure 


of the government to operate success- 
fully the vast rail network in which 
it has held a major interest since the 
turn of the century.

examine the signatures on the petitions 
and the title of the old Garland school 
property which was deeded to tha 
county government as the proposed 
site'for the courthouse in Hope. 


This motion was denied after about 


35 witnesses, in charge of circulating 
the petitions, testified in county, court 
that the signatures were genuine and 
were signed in the presence of the per- 
sons circulating the petitions. 


A total of 48 petitions was submitted 


to the court by Mayor Albert Graves' 
and Attorney E. F. McFaddin,^ repre- 
senting advocates for the removal of 
the courthouse site. 


The petitions' contained more than 


1,500 signatories—which is approxi- 
mately 500. more than necessary in ask- 
ing the election order.

An Old Problem 


In Mexico, as in the United States, 


the railroad problem goes way hack 
to the days when the roads were built 
with public subsidies or land grants, 
often with a closer eye to getting the 
grunts and benefits than to the real 
needs of the country. Parallel and 1111- j 
economic lines practically insured the 
failures which followed. Toward the 
end of the last century the government 
took over 51 per cent of the stock of 
the roads and assumed their tre- 
mendous debts. The minority stock 
and bond interest, never receiving any 
income, is still a subject of adjustment. 


During the revolutions the railroads 


were often taken over and operated 
in a military manner like those of the 
United States during the World war. 
Late last year the final step of com- 
plete expropriation was taken. 


But government operation was a fail- 


ure. The railway unions here are old 
and solidly established, and evi-n the 
executive officers of the. railroads, ex- 
cept the very highest presidential ap- 
pointees, were union men. Every ques- 
tion of pay or personnel was naturally 
speedily decided in favor of the unions. 
The government found itself in a 
corner. 


Hence the offer which takes effect

Life's Demands on Girl Greater Than Formerly 


•• Nowadays more and more young 
women are extending their education 
into high schools and universities. 
Authorities in these institutions are 
beginning to give more and more at- 
fention to the problem of what can be 
done to build up these young women 
into physically normal specimens. 
• It is interesting to see what educa- 
tional authorities conceive to be the 
health needs of the young woman of 
today and of the future. 
. The modern girl is far more ad- 
•vanced in her social relationships than 
was a girl of the same age 25 years 
ago. Furthermore, the demands that 
are made upon her by the curriculum 
of education or by the work which she 
does in her daily life are much more 
than the demands that used to be 
placed upon young women in an ear- 
lier generation. 
, It must be remembered that the 
young woman is still an adolescent by 
'age and by development, but that she 
rhust7f;t herself into the machine age— 
a period of speed, drive and intensity 
For this very reason the modern young 
woman is likely to be more easily fa- 
tigued and to have a. greater emo- 
tional intensity than was the ease of a 
j?oung woman in previous years. 


Notwithstanding all that has been 


done to educate children as to the 
proper posture associated with health, 
young woman coming into our high 
schools and .colleges are found today 
in large numbers with body mechanics 
that are not satisfactory. 
, They carry themselves badly; they 
incline to slouch and assume strange 
postures which indicate that they are 
giving little mental attention to the 


question of body carriage. 


Investigators in women's colleges re- 


port that college students, even though 
they represent a more or less selected 
group, show evidences of poor physical 
condition, emotional instability, lack 
of endurance, and disorders of func 
tion of many different types. 


It is, of course, only in recent years 


that most schools have begun to inte- 
grate the subject of health into the 
school curriculum. 


Many of the girls of adolescent o 


advanced years have not had any ed 
ucation in their youth concernin 
health, and know little about their 
bodies as a mechanism. From the men- 
tal point of view as well as the physi- 
cal, the modern girl requires attention 


Modern girls are classified by th< 


specialists into all sorts of -classifica- 
tions, including day-dreamers, intro- 
verts, extroverts, egocentrics, girl 
with superiority complexes, with in 
feriority and worry complexes, am 
other categories. 


This means, of course, that thes. 


girls must be given opportunity for 
consultation with intelligent, sympa 
thetic members of the faculty who wil 
help to guide them into proper adjust- 
ment. not only in the social group with 
which they are involved in college bu 
with the groups which they meet at 
home and in their daily work. 


The modern girl's school is likely to 


require a personality dinic'as well as a 
health cliriic.

Senate Moves to 


Modify Farm Act 


Secretary Wallace Blames 


"Politics" for Farm 


Protests 


WASHINGTON—(/I1)—Secretary Wnl- 


Uice Wednesday blamed "politics" for 
"n considerable portion of the recent 
protests by corn and tobacco fanners 
against the new crop control program. 


Predicting that complaints would 


"disappear sis soon as farmers gel a 
clear understanding of the law," the 
agriculture secretary repented state- 
ments made previously by AAA of- 
ficials that no changes would bo 
made in the corn tuul tobacco pro- 
grams. 


On Capitol Hill, proposals to amend 


cotton and tobacco sections of the crop 
control net won senate approval Wed- 
nesday after precipitating a contro- 
versy over merits of the whole pro- 
gram. Critics cited the request for 
amendments as evidence of dissatisfac- 
tion with the control system, while 
proponents contended farmers were 
pleased with the basic features of the 
program. 


The Senate finally accepted amend- 


ments to permit rcnllocallon to others 
of cotton acreage not used by indi- 
vidual farms in 1938, to hasten pay- 
ment of subsidies on the 1937 cotton 
crop and to increase by 2 per cent the 
Ul.'ffl quoin on several types of to- 
bacco. 


The first American cotton mill was 


built in Massachusetts in 1803.

Breakfast Told 


Body Is at Lowest Ebb in 


Rising—Meal Is 
Recommended 


; 


Recently, prominent health author- 


ities flayed the "snack and run" break- 
fast and asserted the need for a hearty 
meal to start the clay. 


In emphasizing the importance of a 


good breakfast it was pointed out that 
upon rising the whole body is at a low 
ebb as a result of being without food 
for 13 hours—C p. m. to 7 a. m. 


The temperature is down to 9G or 


97, the blood pressure is down 10 to 
20 points and the pulse rate is down 
4 to 8 beats. The body needs stimula- 
tion. That's why the proper break- 
fast means so much. 


But stimulation is not the only need 


for a ffcod breakfast. 
The lx)dy re- 


quires proper nourishment to main- 
tain its efficiency until the next meal. 
This was illustrated by two noted doe- 
tors at Harvard University who were 
able to show that it was "hunger" not 
"tiredness" that lessens one's work- 
ing ability toward the end of the 
morning. 


Naturally, the people doing physical 


work—the farmer, the factory hand, 
the 
housekeeper—require the 
food 


energy of la substantial breakfast to 
sustain them until lunch. But office 
workers and professional people, who 
largely account the "snack and run" 
class, also need a sustaining break- 
fast. 


Their argument for an insufficient 


breakfast is that a substantial meal 
may not leave them mentally alert. 
However, if they arose a bit earlier ond 
took their time at breakfast 
they 


would find themselves as keen mind- 
ed as ever, when ready to start work 
an hour or so later. It is that group 
of people who also prefer a light 
lunch. Therefore it is particularly im- 
portant they eat a good breakfast. 


Growing children, too, especially 


need a sustaining morning meal if 
they are to develop properly and be 
'irjsntally alert. 


A good sustaining breakfast should 


include a cereal, such as Quaker Oats, 
for it supplies food energy and other 
elements needed to maintain physical 
and mental efficiency until the noon 
hour.

Muscles Seem O. K. 


Said Dr. Davis: 
"The inflammatory condition prob- 


ably results from 
the 
sub-deltoid 


bursitis which bothered Dean last 
year. Rest during the winter should 
have corrected the weakness, but he 
probably brought en the present con- 
dition by throwing too hard this year 
before his arm was in shape." 
."The important muscles in the pitch- 
er's arm seem tc be absolutely normal 
and complete rest of the arm for two 
weeks and no hard throwing for four 
weeks should enable him to come back 
better than ever. There is no trace 
at injury to the bone and no trace of 
calcifications of the muscles. 
It will 


be just a case of Dean doing all his 
spring training over again and it may 
be lhat he may havte to be just a bit 
more cautious." 


Ole' Diz took his vacation instruc- 


tions good naturedly. 


"I'll still win 20 games," was his 


prediction after taking time out to 
figure that he will be a month getting 
back into condition. In addition to 
being ordered to rest his salaried arm. 
Dean also was instructed to run every 
day and get into physical condition to 
enable him to pitch.
